DETAILED ACTION 

Reason for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant claims 17 and 
32 are allowable because it is drawn to a composition (paste or generic mixture) which consists 
of superfine flour (49.1565%, ground biscuit (12.5%), preservatives (2.0%), triethanol amine 
(0.075%), refined palm oil (25.0%), saccharine (0.0125%), refined sugar (1 1.25%), brodifacou 
(0.005%) and denatonium benzoate (0.001%). While all of these ingredients are known, there is 
nothing in the art that would have motivated any person to combine them together in the amounts 
as instantly claimed. Moreover, the claims are 'consisting of, which excludes film formers and 
polymeric binders that are required by the cited prior art references. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
